The outbreak of tbe Revolutionary 


War found the patriots practically 
•without a navy. Congress tad to cre- 
ate one. Four merchantmen were first 
.purchased, hastily equipped •Rtth guns 
and sent to sea as cruisers, but 
their defects as war vessels soon 
became so apparent that congress de- 
termined at once to set about the buFd- 
ing of a navy. Oct. 3. 1775, congress 
ordered two cruisers built, and Dec. 13 
the order was increased to five 32-gun 
ships, five 2S-gutt ships and three 24- 


|^ •; son ships. They were to be ready for 


the- sea by the following April. The 
names given to the thirteen vessels 
were the Boston, Congress, Effingham, 
Delaware, 
Hancock, 
Montgomery, 


Providence, Raleigh. Trumbull, Vir- 
ginia, Warren, Washington, and Ran- 
dolph.. Tliese were the first -war ves- 
sels constructed in the United States. 


The first commander in chief was 


Ezeklel Hopkins of Rhode Island, a 
vounger brother of Congressman Ste- 
phen HopXins. He was appointed to 
this high office Dec. 22, 1775. 


At the time of his 
appointment 


Ezefciel Hopkins was a brigadier gen- 
eral in, eomnmad of the Rhofe Island 
•croons acting under commission from 
the governor. He had spent part of 
Ms life on board merchant ships, ar^

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CANOEISTS OF AMERICA MEET 


They Will Assemble Fifteen Hundred Strong on the 


St. Lawrence. 


New Tork.—On August 5 the Ameri- 


can CanLl Association will meet fif- 
teen hundred strong at Stave Island on 
the St. Lawrence. For two weeks the 
tents will be pitched on this pictur- 
esque spot and the greatest races in 
the history of the Association will take 
place. 


The canoeists come from all parts of 


the country. 
Beginning at the first 


day of the August meet they arrive, 
each bringing his canoe with him, also 
a set of paddles, some snugly wrapped 
sails and a canoeing suit The suit, 
by the way, is a bathing suit, out of 
regard to the dipping it gets. 


A very interesting feature of the an- 


nual gathering is the presence of a 
large feminine contingent. 
Women 


are not admitted to active membership 
in the dab. but they are allowed asso- 
ciate 
privileges. Accordingly 
they 


pitch a camp near by. The name, of 
this camp is by common consent, year 
after year, "Squaw Point," and here 
gather the wives, sisters and sweet- 
hearts of the canoeists. 
. Squaw Point is the prettiest feature 
of the canoe camp. It consists each 
year of 
fully 200 little white.,tents 


pitched side by side upon a pretty slope 
of the island. By day the little shore 
in front is dotted with the small ca- 
nc-es, and by night, when the shore is 
hidden, the tents blaze with lanterns 
and are gay with music.

fair canoer who comes to 


ground with paddles only. 


All the states send their canoe clubs. 


The New York 
Canoe club, which 


claims to be the 
oldest club in the 


country, sends its delegation. Also the 
Brooklyn club, the Knickerbocker and 
about ten others. From Jersey comes 
the lolanthe club and along the Pas- 
saic and the Schuylkill are myriad ca- 
noe clubs. North, South, East and 
West unite in the St. Lawrence this 
year. 


A good canoe should be as well car- 


ed for as a good bicycle. At night it 
is brought ashore and scraped and pol- 
ished. It is looked into, and outside 


canoeists. This year there will 
ba 


many not seen before. All the famous 
canoeists will be present, and the new- 
est things in canoes will be shown. 
There are very few of the old bark 
canoes to be found; and to increase 
these Indians are offered large sums 
of money and any amount of whisky 
if they will turn out a canoe as they 
did in the flays when the government 
did not provide for them. Occasionally 
money and suasion will prevail and 
then you see one of those marvelously 
light water skimmers that- are the joy 
of the canoeist.
